One of the severest sentences ever im- 
posed in this part of the state against 
a man convicted of violating the pro- 
hibition law was announced by Judge 
Frank Park, in Dougherty superior 
court, this morning -after a jury had 
returned a verdict of guilty, in the case 
of Frank Walker, who runs a near beer 
saloon on Pine. street.

This is to show how 
people can be making mosquitoes with- 
out knowing it, for tn the old tin can 
are just as many wiggletails as there 
are in the fine glass jar. 

It is Dr. Smith's desire for every- 
body possible to become familiar with 
how mosquitoes are bred, se they can 
prevent such pests from being hatched 
out in vards all over the city. 

“Now you see,” stated the bacteria 
fighter to several city officials, “when 
the people catch onto this manufactur- 
ing of mosquitoes they will all join in 
and help the city Keep Atlanta mos- 
quito-proof. This year we spent only 
$26,000 to prevent the breeding of mos- 
quitoes in ponds and sewers. I have 
been told that the scarcity of ,mos- 
quitoes has resulted in very few mos- 
quito nets being bought. Suppose every 
family had to spend $5 for nets, why 
the total cost to the people of Atlanta 
would be $200,000 a year.”
